Stricken with post-polio at birth, Erdie 
Cole, Antioch, has proven himself as an 
athlete, becoming the all-time leading scorer 
for the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater 
Wheelchair Basketball Team. 

"I was so happy when I found out about 
this," said Cole. 

This past season, he averaged 25.5 points 
per game with. ,10.4 assists, for the 
Warhawks, both tops in the state. 

Cole was named all-conference, most 
valuable player in the conference, named to 
the afT-tournament team and voted • most 
valuable player in the tournament. 

"He tries to do more than most kids do." 
He's - very active," sa'id stepmother 
Margaret Cole. 

"We saw two games back-to-back and 
reaHy.enjoyedil,"sbesaid. . .(/ 

The conference includes teams from 
Madison, Milwaukee, LaCrosse, Eau Claire 
and Whitewater, with Whitewater being the 
only college team. 

"These other guys have been playing this 
for years," said Cole. 

Only having played for three years and 
receiving this many awards, Cole said, "I 
was really suprised." 

Majoring in political science with a minor 
in business law, Cole also finds time to play 
wheel-cha»Fs"occer; 

"Our team just won the championship I'm 
happy to say.". 

Known for it's help to disabled students, 
Whitewater is "set up so everyone can get 
around easier," said Cole. . 

The disabled teams,, are a big part of this 
help. < 

; The Warhawks play by the same rules as 
NCAA teams, explained Cole. The only 
-qualification is having a. permanent 
disability in your lower extremities. 
E"You don't have to be confined to a 
wheelchair," said Cole, 

In fact, "half of the players (including 
Cole) in the Wisconsin Stat e Conference are 
able to walk on. their own or with the"helpor 
crutches r " saidWarhawks coach Frank Bur- 
ns. ' '_ 

Aside from wheelchair sports, Cole was 
been active in tennis and wrestling through 



high school and still plays tennis. 
"As long as I keep up with-the rest of the 
" players it's fine,", he said. 

An. all-star wheelchair basketball game, 
scheduled for April in Chicago, will bring to - 
town some of the best players in the country, 
including Cole. 

From here he has a chance to play on an in- 
ternational team which would travel all over 
the country. ~~.

Candidates for chairman and directors for 
the Chain Of Lakes-Fox River Waterway 
Management Agency are getting ready for 
the April 2 election, wherrVoters in Lake and 
McHenry Counties will elect' the seven- 
member board. 

Lake County voters will cast their ballots 
at the regular polling places in Antioch, Lake 
Villa and Grant Townships. 

The four chairman candidates, John Sdf- 
fietti (Lake Villa), Joe Basak (Ingleside), 
Andrew MacMeekin (Crystal Lake) and 
Jerold Cordrey (McHenry) are all vying for 
a four-year term, while the other 26 can- 
didates for directorships are vying for 
staggered two and four-year terms. 
-From Lake County, there are two 
canidates up for a two-year director term: 
Wayne Foss and Howard "Bud" Scott. 
Voters will elect only one of these men. 

There are 12 Lake Countians up for a four-_ 
year: Joseph Ham m, Walt Lang,- Charles 
Kempf, Scott Shalek, Roy Gundelach, 
Henery Franke, Milton Boeger, Edward 
Caulfield, <James .Harris, Ronald_ Baker, 
Robert Sqhmidt, and Edward Haley. Voters 
will vote for two of these men. t 

In McHenry. County, there are 10 can- 
didates up for two-year term director seats: 



Darrell Baker, George Thompson,-Brian 
Koffler, James Stahl, Milton Parson^, 
Phyllis Dickstein, Dennis Baureis, .Jtjne" 
Wiess, Raymond "Mike" Bohne ancTJoe 
Washburn. Two of these men will be elected 
to the agency board. 

The other two candidates from McHenry 
County , Bruce Bossow and Robert Sallaz, 
will be vying for the lone four-year term for 
director from McHenry County. 

This water agency has a Jot of potential 
and most of the candidates believe it is time 
to start taking some sort of action as soon as 
possible. 

Many of these candidates have expressed 
what they think should be done immediately 
following the election, as well as long-term 
goals. 

"This agency has the potential to bring so 
much more to the residents in Lake and 
McHenry Counties," State Senator Jack 
Schaffersaid. 4 • _ . 

The board, which was made possible by the, 
passing of a referendum back in November 
by more than a 2 to 1 margin, will have a 
$500,000 head start from money set aside in 
the state budget for dredging, according to 
Schaffer, • ! BjT ; 

Funding for the agency will come from 
boat users' fees, with provisions that 75 per- 



cent of gross revenues would be spent on 
projects to improve the popular, but over- 
crowded waterway. 

The suggested annual recreation and 
boating fees are $10 maximum for small 
boats and $50 for large boats. 

The agency will seek funds from stale and 
federal sources, but will hot be allowed to im- 
pose taxes. 

It is the general consensus of the various 
candidates that the initial short-term projec- 
ts will include beefing, up patrols on the 
crowded waterways and improving existing 
lighting and signs. 

Each chairman candidate has his own idea 
of what major projects should be looked into. 

MacMeekin proposes rigorous water 
quality testing, foster gate construction, 
establishment of a dredging program, en- 
forcement of water safely laws, and public 
education and feedback. ' v 

Cordrey believes some of the immediate 
problems "are - safety measures and 
procurement of dump sites and permits. 
Other priorities, according to Cordrey, are 
flood control dredging, prevention of further 
erosion and the\establishment of a com- 
munications network with state and local 
agencies and organizations. 

Soffietti's goals = for the : agency . are 



dedicated to planned economic business 
growth, together with preservation and im- 
provement of the waterway for recreational 
purposes, not' limited to boating, but to be en- 
joyed by all, regardless of Ihe particular 
recreational pleasures. 

Basak feels the two biggest problems to be 
addressed are sedimentation and flood con- 
trol. He feels sedimentation is a more im- 
mediate problem than that of dredging. 

He .believes the three most important goals 
of the agency are.tb control the water levels, 
sedimentation, and to not throw good money 

after bad. . 

The powers and duties of the agency, 
which will be governing nine connected lakes 
and 6,550 acres of water, will be to: im- 
plement reasonable and necessary rules and 
programs to maintain and improve the 
recreational waterway; accept federal, 
state, county, and local government funds; 
construct, acquire, improve, and maintain 
public recreational facilities; acquire, _pur^_ 
chase, lease, possess, and control dredging 
and other equipment; and enter, into 
agreements with Illinois and Wisconsin and 
other local governments.
